Miles on bis great black horHS 
watched the .^.<KIO soldiers pass, soldlern that had 
Mto<id tbe burden of battle and the hardshliiH of a 
wlaier's mmr^lgr and had checked one of the 
g raa t ea t ladlaa uprisings of history. 

The yiiat Ipfaatry, led by Col. Shafter. who ar^ 
erward waa ta aeeunand In front of Santiago, waa 
there that day. Ouy V. Henry, now lying In iieace- 
ful Arllngtoa cemetery, rode at the head of his 
bbwk troopers, the "buffalo soldlara" of the Sloux. 
Capt Allea W. Capron waa there with the battarr 
that afterward opened the battle at Santiago. 
Tbe Seventh cavalry was there, two of Its troops, 
B aad K, havlag barely eaough mea toft ta the 
raaka to fena a platooa. 

Thaae two troopa had borne the bmat e( the 
gghtlag at Wouadad Kaee a month before when 
M mra of the Saveath fell kUlad or wooadad be- 
fore the bulleU of the Sloux. Whao the two 
truope with their atteaoated raaha rede bjr, the 
ravlawtng ganaral removed Ua eap, aa hnaer oth- 
arwlae paid only ta the eelore of hia ooiutry. 

The oolanui Med peat, broke tato reglmanta. 
thea tato troopa aad eeaipaalea, aad the word of 
dtawlsaal was givea. tadiaa aeotiaeto lea the 
ridgee. aigaatod the camp ta the vaUey. Ia aaoth- 
er ntaaM there waa a atampade. bat it was eolr 
that of the thousends et Bioox poolea tamed 
loose aad eager to get batft to their breakfast 
of bunch grass on the ^ralriae. 

Two Strike, the Sloux. watched the revlaw that 
day. Old Two Strike Wis oae or the wanrtam 
who went out with a followiag of braves' oa tbe 
warpath the month previous. Two Strike wore 
BO ghost shirt. He was above such auperailtlon, 
evea thongh ha took ao^ pains to urge his eooi- 
rades to follow his abirtlesa example.

He was 
the lead.T ill lli<< last liattle whirh took place be- 
tween hostile bands of t-axacs mi ttie plains of 
America.

Ik her specific report on aoodlUooa

la furnished with water idix'd fu ni 
several miles lu the hills. The town 
relies upon wells and cisterns. 1'heic 
are aeveral public walla used by uu- 
meroaa famlllae, aad soen abandoned 
wells whieh. however, ara atUl aaad 
oceaalonally for watarlag horaaa and 
stock. One such well near Chrlsman'a 
h^ore seems a special menace. It has 
a broken ctiil> and the trrouud Is

lion. It was recommended that this 
well should be eondemned and put 
uut of aaa atoee the ooontry people

Cowley to see If any 
relation could be established between 
tbe meat supply and this peculiar 
parasitic disease mentioned ahow. 

Fifth— MUk. I waa unable to make 
a sladr of tha adik sapply ot the 
town as meat 9t tba labaMtaaU 
milk their own eowa, or obtala milk 
by hand from their neli^bors. At 
Berea College considerable attention 
has t)eeu paid to the construction of 
the dairy plant, which Is kept in a 
fairly good condition of cleanliaess, 
except that there are no ucreemt. It 
was recommended that the windows, 
which are nailed la place, aball be 
made to elide baek, aad that the 
windowa aad doora be eeraeaSd. Tha 
milk eaaa warn ttoaad stsadlng open 
to the filea and birds, upon an out- 
door shelf. Dry feeding was done 
before Instead of after milking The 
milk Is not properly cooled, but it is 
Intended to remedy thla matter when 
an Ice plant can be added to the con- 
venlenoea of thla Inatltutloo. 

I find Dr. Cowley, of Berea College, 
and Doetora Ooraellaa and DavlB of 
tbe towa. who aeoompaaled me, very 
cordial and very much Interested In 
the Improvement of local conditions. 
Derea Is about to he lncori>orated as 
a city, and I strongly urged that the 
four phyglclanH, together with the 
mayor, should constitute a Board if 
Health, to have the guardianship cf 
all matters pertalalag to pabUo baalth 
and saniutlan.
